Quality of Amerca's Future 


The Nixon administration, throu gh Secretary 
of the Treasu ry Mau rice H. Stans, has relayed 
its desire to do something abou t advancing de­ 
terioration of America’s metropolitan areas and 
do it now, 
Mr. S ans said last week that America is 
heading toward an "anthill society” by the year 
2000 While the terminology is not qu ite accu r­ 
ate, since anthills are orderly, pu rposefu l oper­ 
ations, his oredic’ion of overcrowding is on tar­ 
ge'. 
PRESIDENT NIXON, in his State of the Un­ 
ion Message, said: ‘‘The violent and decayed 
central cities of ou r great metropolitan com­ 
plexes are the most conspicu ou s area of failu re 
in American life today. 
"I propose that before these problems be­ 
come insolu ble the nation develop a national 
growth policy. 
“ In the fu tu re, decisions as to where to bu ild 
highways, locate airports, acqu ire land or seti 
land shou ld be made with a clear objective of 
aiding a balanced growth.” 
Picking u p the national growth theme, Mr. 
Stans listed specific steps that shou ld be taken: 
Discou ragement of fu rther growth in mega­ 
lopolises. 
Planned expansion of smaller cities. 
Constru ction of entirely new cities away from 
present u rban areas. 
Key to the program, Mr. Stans stressed, is a 


joint effort by government and bu siness. 
To avoid u nbroken stretches of people, homes, 
and factories resu lting in police-state type gov* 
emment, Mr. Stans told his American Universi­ 
ty au dience, we mu st folow the concept of “ci­ 
ties of viable, manageable site.” 
The federal government cannot do it 
a ll-« 
make present u nban centers livable a nd pro­ 
mote new manageable commu nities. 
It can and mu st, however, provide leadership 
for the vast u ndertaking. Every American has 
a stake in the u rban problem whether he lives 
in the heart of the ghetto or on Knob Hill 
For we are talking of nothing less than the 
qu ality of America’s fu tu re. 
President Nixon sees the problem. He has 
made orooosa’s to get after it. Even stop squ a- 
persu ade his political opponents to u top squ a- 
bling over theoretical methods and try some­ 
thing, there is more to be done to get the show 
on the road. 


BUSINESS MUST JUMP into the fray with 
both feet and more private citizens are going to 
have to show real interest instead of wringing 
their hard*. griping and sniping at the people 
showing the way. 
The “ou t of sight, ou t of mind” attitu de won’t 
work any longer. Americans who care abou t 
America are going to have to roll u p their 
sleeves and do their part. 


Alcoholism Problem Shared 


The United States and the Soviet Union share 
an alcoholism problem. 
The United States openly admits it has su ch a 
problem and is trying to develop a solu tion bv 
declaring that excessive drinking is a disease 
arH s'ou id be treated as one. 
The Soviet Union won’t admit officially that 
it 
has a problem becau se to do so wou ld set the 
stage for an inqu iry into the reasons behind the 
dr 
. Ccnclu sio s f.o-t su ch research cou ld 
be embarrassing to the state. 
Nevertheless, the antidru nkenness campaign 
carried on in the Soviet press and indu stry 
leaves no dou bt abou t the scope of the problem. 
The propaganda barrage is aimed at redu cing 
indu strial absenteeism which hu rts the Soviet 
economy. Drinkers are depicted as bad citizens 
deserving only contempt of good Soviet citizens. 


No attempt is made to rehabilitate the chronic 
drinker. 
Dru nks are hau led into sobering-u p stations, 
kept overnight, fined $15 the next day and sent 
on their way. Newspapers are beginning to call 
for more severe penalties bu t the government is 
maintaining a discreet silence. 
The oddity here is that two entirely different 
cou ntries share the same problem. 
Ru ssia is so fearfu l the qu ality of Soviet life 
will be cast in a bad light that It won’t even ad­ 
mit dru nkenness is increasing. 
The fears may be misdirected. 
Differences in American and Soviet life wou ld 
indicate that alcoholism is more 
a manifesta­ 
tion of hu man frailty than a resu lt of a system 
of government. 


Choking the Speech Makers 


Once again a small grou p of stu dents, abou t 
100. attempted to keep a nationally known fig­ 
u re from delivering a speech Thu rsday. 
The dissidents at Princeton University were 
only partially su ccessfu l in shou ting down Sec­ 
retary Walter J. Hickel of the Interior Depart­ 
ment. He conclu ded his talk bu t the protester* 
preven r>d many of the 1.700 other Dersons in 
the au dience from hearing his words. 
Ju st a few days earlier abou t 250 jeering 
demonstrators at the University of Massachu ­ 
setts prevented former vice president Hu bert 
Hu mphrey from speaking at all, and denied 
nearly 5,000 others the opportu nity and right to 
hear him. 
Is this now to become the “in” thing among 
minority grou ps of ru de, u nmannered stu dents? 
Not too long ago, on many college campu ses, 
stu dents were vociferou s in demanding that 
Commu nist speakers be permitted to expou nd 
their ideology at stu dent gatherings on campu s. 
Freedom of speech was their battle cry. 
Bu t apparently this radical fringe operates on 


a d o u b 1 e standard—that Commu nists shou ld 
have the right to be heard and that high Ameri­ 
can government officials shou ld not have the 
right to be heard. 
If this is the form of ju stice to be incorporat­ 
ed in the bill of rights of the government these 
protesters wou ld su bstitu te for ou r present gov­ 
ernment, in their new antiestablishment world, 
is it any wonder Mr. Hu mphrey sa y s the United 
States is in trou ble.

Tru stees Claim Nease Cau ses Pollu tion 
Since Nease Chemical Co. has annou nced 
(Nov. 26, 1969) that they have licked their pol­ 
lu tion problem, we feel that as Perry Township 
tru stees it is ou r du ty to present some obser­ 
vations. 
According to a letter in ou r possession from 
the office of the chief sanitary engineer of 
the state, George H. Eagle, Nease constru cted 
and placed in operation the su bject plant with­ 
ou t su bmitting plans for indu strial waste treat­ 
ment faci ities to his office for approval. Also, 
they did not make application to Water Pollu ­ 
tion Control Board for a permit to discharge 
indu strial wastes at time plant was paced in 
operation. 
On Dec. 17, 1968, Warren Bettis and George 
Ursu visited the State Board of Health in Co­ 
lu mbu s and asked G. A. Ha 1 and Dave Pap er 
to show u s Nease Chemical Company’s’ per­ 
mit to discharge indu strial wastes and they 
were u nable to do so. Nease’s previou s permit 
expired Oct. 1 ,1968. On March 12, 1969, Ursu 
inqu ired from Dr. Singer of the Colu mbiana 
Cou nty Board of Hea th if his office had re­ 
ceived a copy of a permit and he said he had 
not. 
It is ou r opinion that at practically any time 
tests will show that the efflu ent from this 
plant is so badly pollu ted that it does not meet 
thé minimu m requ irements to maintain any 
acqu atic life and infact, tests performed by 
an independent laboratory reveal that the eff* 
lu ent has a very high chemical oxygen demand 
and that total chi r.de, su lphates and solids 
are very high. The PH of the stream was 4.12 
which is too acid to maintain fish life. 
It is a m atter of record in Northeast Cou rt 
that this company was recently fined for not 
having complied with the Perry Township zon­ 
ing regu lations. 
As Perry Township tru stees, it is ou r opin­ 
ion that Nease Chemical has not solved its 
pollu tion problem bu t is condu cting a pu blicity 
campaign to prejudice residents into believing 


they have licked the problem and the tru stees 
will contact the Attorney General’s office for 
an investigation.

No Escaping Junk Mail

There is the story abou t the man who got 
fed u p with “ju nk mail.” So he saved a bu ndle 
of it, wrote “ Deceased” across it and shot it 
back u nopened to the Post Office. 
Very shortly thereafter his wife began re* 
ceiving mailorder pitches from tombstone c m- 
panies and others eager to help 
a wealthy wi­ 
dow spend her money. 
The story may be apochryphal, bu t it is 
scarcely an exaggeration. For the fact is, if 
you ’ve got a name and an address, you ’re on 
somebody’s list. 
The bu siness of compiling and renting ou t 
mailing lists is estimated to have an annu al 
dollar volu me in the hu ndreds of millions, says 
News Front Magazine. As mu ch as one-third 
of all mail processed in the U.S. is u nsolicited. 
In 1967, mailers invested some $2.4 billion 
In produ ction costs and postage to send ou t 15 
billion pieces of bu lk-rate, third class mail. And 
every one of those 15 billion pieces owed it* 
existence to a list. 


THE LISTS ARE AS varied as they are nu ­ 
merou s. One New Jersey firm, for example, 
sells names and addresses in 12,000 classifi­ 
cations from Abattoir Equ ipment Manu factu -* 
ers to Zoological Gardens. Another has the 
names of “25.000 of St. Lou is’ most prominent 
Catholics.” Still another will pu t you in tou ch 
with 10,000 bu yes* of African violets. 
A company in Atlanta has a list of Georgia 
males who are more than six feet tall and 
weigh 215 pou nds or more. Tins list was pre­ 
pared for a store selling king-sized men s 
clothing and was compiled from the files of 
the state’* motor vehicle division. 
You ’re not only on a list bu t you carry a 
price tag. If you are a newlywed, you r name 
and address are worth 1.5 cents. Likewise, if 
you ever bou ght a mail-order tru ss. Wealthy 
widows command 4 cents per name, breeders 
of pedigreed swine, 5.7 cents. 
Where do the listmakers get their names? 


PUBLIC RECORDS, LIKE the aforemention­ 
ed list of Georgia drivers, are an important 
•ou rce. They provide the names of people li­ 
censed to practice a profession or trade, hu nt, 
fish, drive a care, get married, own a dog, add 
* room to a hou se, etc. 
Other basic sou rces are magazine su bscrip­ 
tion lists, telephone directories and directorii* 
pu blished by trade associations, colleges, socie­ 
ties and other organizations. Newspapers and 
trade pu blications also alert the listmakers to 
promotions and personnel shifts within an in­ 
du stry. 
How effective is this type of advertising? 
If advertisers get a 1 to 2 per cent retu rn, 
they’re satisfied. Some specialized mailings, 
however, can pu ll better than a 50 pep cent 


retu rn. One shrewd owner of a warehou se fu ll 
of nonselling black raincoats u nloaded his » took 
in a month by renting 
a mailing list of min­ 
isters and u ndertakers. 
How do you get off a list. 
It”s not difficu lt, bu t you ’ll probably ju st 
wind u p on another. People who write in de­ 
manding their names be removed from a list 
are immediately placed on 
a list o f people 
who have demanded their names be taken 
o ff 
lists 


THIS “SOREHEADS” LIST is then rented to 
sellers of produ cts for people who want to be 
left alone, like personal protection devices or 
electrified fences. 
Even if you order something by mail and 
don’t pay tor tt. you r name goes on 
a “dead­ 
beats” list — which is promptly rented ou t to 
companies selling merchandise on a cash-first 
basis. 
For the ordinary American there is no es­ 
cape from mailing lists, says News Front. 
“Every time he betrays his identity in this 
highly mobile market society he becomes open 
game tor somebody's list. The listing starts 
before he Is bom and proceeds to the tomb­ 
stone. It is one of the most pervasive remind­ 
ers of the su perheated bazaar we live in.” 
So grin and bear it. And remember, one 
man’s “ iu nk m ail” is another man’s welconje 
news.

Short-lived Phenomena has ju st pu blished its 
annu al report containing descriptions of 146 
short-lived events arou nd the world which the 
center participated In du ring 1969. Among them 
were: 
Sixty-fou r science events, inclu ding 18 vol­ 
canic eru ptions, 23 earthqu akes and su ch oth­ 
er assorted earth science events su ch as land­ 
slides, landrises, storm su rges and tsu namis 
(sometimes miscalled “ tidal waves” .) 
Fifty-one ecological events, inclu ding 11 ani­ 
mal irru ptions migrations and colonizations, 
and 17 major oil spills and pollu tion events. 
Twenty-one astrophysical events, inclu ding 
2 6 
major fireball events and five meteorite falls. 
Seven “Urgent anthropological/u rgent arch­ 
eological events” inclu ding the discovery of 
two hitherto u nknown tribes. 
A nu mber of other events of interest inclu d­ 
ing a floating island in the Caribbean, 
a su b­ 
marine volcanic eru ption in the Solomon Is­ 
lands and the Indo-Pacific starfish plagu e. 
With short-lived event* like these, does Mo­ 
ther Earth really need the long-term trou bles 
cau sed by men?

Gu ns, he said, make noise, and noise, he 
said, eventu ally will make a man pu re deaf. 
He qu oted an Army doctor who estimated 
that “the chances a soldier will need a hear­ 
ing aid atler 20 years are 10 times greater 
than for a civilian.’ 


SEN. YOUNG pointed ou t that the Veter­

THE MANIA persists. Today, for instance, 
the feeling here is that all this commotion 
abou t air pollu tion and water pollu tion is 
vastly overdone. What abou t, for goodness’ 
sake, noise pollu tion?? 
It is the considered opinion of several ex­ 
perts on the su bject that many city dwellers 
will be totally deaf by the year 2000. Dec­ 
ades of u nrestrained rock amplifiers, snare 
dru ms, bu sied mu fflers and those insane Eu ­ 
ropean-fashioned ambu lance sirens will have 
taken their toll. Fifty per cent of the world’s 
popu lation will have flabby eardru ms. 
Vern O. Knu dson, fou nder of the Acou sti­ 
cal Society of America and chancellor emeri­ 
tu s at UCLA, carried the prediction one step 
fu rther. 
“ The harsh and u nrelenting sou nds of civi­ 
lization may even be slow agents to death,’* 
he said. 


It has been shown, in fact, that noise may 
play a role in heart disease and hardening of 
the arteries. This, natu rally, is the sort of 
ammu nition we of the antinoise leagu e de­ 
sire. Imagine a kettledru m labeled: “Cau ­ 
tion: Beating Upon This Instru ment May Be 
Hazardou s to You r Heart and Health.” 
There also is a pleasant possibility that 
some day all mechanisms which make noise 
wil' be declared an ilLpal dru g. Dr. 
airu ei 
Rosen, a New York noise expert, describes 
what happens in the body when it absorbs 
too mu ch clatter: 
“the heart beats rapidly, the blood vessels 
constrict, the pu pils dilate, the head tu rns, 
the skin pales and the stomach, esophagu s 
and intestines are seized by spasms.” 
IF SPEED KILLS, then noise nau seates. 
Sou nd is measu red ii decioe s wi.i ooa 
decibel being the qu ietest sou nd a n a v era g e 
person can hear. Normal conversation gener­ 
ally ranges between 65 and 70 decibels. 
Ov er 
my desk at home is a sign that says: 
“I refu se to answer any qu estions in ex­ 
cess of 60 decibels." It doesn’t work, thou gh. 
I ca n nev er hea r the questio n. 


The Arms 
Waste

An u nconscionable stu pidity in defense co n­ 
tracting has cost the government hu ndreds 
o f 
millions of dollars (perhaps billions) in past 
years. 
Worse yet, thou gh one wou ld ha v e to be a ble 
to read minds to know the answers, 
the g o v ­ 
ernment may have made u nwise buy s o n ex ­ 
pensive systems (or carried 
o n wo rk o n un­ 
su itable weapons far longer tha n wise) be­ 
cau se pu rchasing decisions were firmly "tied to 
arbitrary dates. 
* 
That is, the Department of Defense h ai 
in 
• considerable nu mber of contracts, agreed to 
a fixed cu toff date. If the government wanted 
to bu y a weapons system, say the F-14 plane, 
at the price or price formu la agreed on in the 
contract, it mu st sign on the line by that firm 
date. 


OTHERWISE, THE government, when it was 
ready to bu y, had to renegotiate the contract. 
There are extensive delays on most major 
weapons systems. Therefore, all too frequ ently 
when a cu toff date came, work was not ad 
vanced enou gh for an intelligent decision or 
whether to bu y or on how many to bu y. 
If the government delayed Its decision and did 
renegotiate the agreement at a later date, the 
military men almost invariably fou nd they 
were charged a steeper price than agreed on 
in the original contract. 
Why the steejier price? By the cu toff date the 
company often had the government over 
a bar­ 
rel. A year or two or three had passed fine# 
the signing of the original arrangement. Tha 
company was behind schedu le. The military 
needed the weapon. If the Defense Department 
decided to begin again with some other com­ 
pany, there wou ld be a fu rther delay in deliv­ 
eries, possibly u p to three years or more. It 
wou ld take that time for a new company to 
tool u p for the job and develop the capability 
the original bu ilder had bu ilt u p while work­ 
ing on the project. 


IN PART, THIS SITUATION developed be­ 
cau se the Department of Defense has been so 
eager to bu ild new weapons rapidly that it 
ht* 
ordered systems before they were researched 
completely and before component development 
work was far enou gh along. A tendency 
ha s 
been to contract from plans and blu eprints. 
This, for example, is what went wrong with 
the F -lll. 
The situ ation was made worse becau se so me 
companies knowingly u nderestimated the diffi­ 
cu lties, the costs and the time requ ired to tu rn 
o ut the weapons systems they contracted 
to 
bu id. 
Tney knew in advance they wou ld pass the 
cu toff date before they had developed a wea­ 
pons system to a stage at which the Defense 
Department cou ld determine with any degree 
of confidence whether it wanted to bu y or not. 


THESE EXTRAORDINARY contracts thu s 
often penalized the government, and profited 
a company, for the company’s own delays. 
The government then had three choices. It 
cou ld order a pig in a poke. It cou ld let Ra 
option slide and pay higher price. It cou ld 
call the whole thing off and begin again at 
considerable delay and expense. 
Finally, after years of this bu mbling, some­ 
one has come u p with the obviou s simple so­ 
lu tion — make the cu toff date a sliding date, 
tied not to the calendar, bu t to the stage of de­ 
velopment of the weapon. This hopefu lly will 
mean the government wil! not be penalized be­ 
cau se a company doesn't meet an agreed-on 
deadline.

matio n. 
Within their reco rds o f Satur­ 
day ’s to tal eclipse o f the sun 
may lie the answer to such 
practical questio ns as ho w as­ 
tro nauts might be warned o f an 
impending so lar flare. 
Or they may satisfy scientific 
curio sity with data that pro v es 
o r dispro v es o ne scho lar's theo ­ 
ry that a family o f minico mets 
races aro und the sun . massed 
by its glare. 
The eo lipse was also v iewed 
by millio ns o f priv ate citizens in 
Mex ico , the United States and 
Canada.
